A FEW REMARKS ABOUT SILVER by Harry Peters 


In these days of inflation, one of the things that interests many 
coin collectors, investors and dealers alike, is the silver market. 
Being a coin collectrr, I am referring especially to silver coins. 

Playing the silver market is probably one of the most dangerous 
things 2 gmall dealer or collector with limited capital can do, If 
the market has a big drop for several days in a row, he may find him- 
self locked in, with a big loss for sever?l weeks or months. 

The person most apt to come out with a profit in silver is the 
dealer with a large amount of capital who can ride out the drop in 
the silver market and wait until it comes back, or the collector or 
investor who buys smaller amounts, lets it accumulate, and then, when 
he can get a good price for it, sells it for a profit. 

As for the future, nobody knows for sure, but there are still 
several factors that point to the fact that silver coins will be good. 
property ; 

#1 - Many are being melted. 
#2 - More silver is being consumed in industry, etc. than is being 
mined today. 
#3 - The quality and quantity of the coins still available is con- 
stantly going down, due to circulation,fire, flood loss, etc. 

Referring again to the small collector, who can keep the coins 
for several years, or for his collection, I have observed several 
collectors buying silver dollars at the monthly club auctions, At 
times, they were paying more than the going rate for these coins, 
When common date silver dollars were selling for about }2- $2.50, 
they would pay as high as %3-%3.50 for them; yet today, with even the 
common dates bringing $4 and more, they are still ahead, Occasion- 
ally, they would get a good buy too, and, taking everything into 
consideration, today they are way ahead even in this type of buying. 

So - here's to the small collector who keeps in there pitching, 
The law of averages is with him and, over the years, he should come 
out ahead,
